I!P\—Zara Agha. who says he is 
156 years old, and that the first 
100 years were the easiest, landed 
here from Turkey today to get 
himself a set of false teeth, and 
for a consideration, to let Ameri- 
can scientists have a look at him. 


The date of his birth, as given 


on his passport, was February 16, 
1774, 
and this was based, sa.id his 


great great grandson Ahmet Mus- 
sa, who accompanied him, on an 
actual record In the possession of 
the Turkish government. 


Yellow and wrinkled, with 
a 


hawk-like 
nose, 
bristling 
grev 


mustache, and lively, curious eyes, 
wlerdly alive in their deep-sunken 
sockets, Zaro Agha sat 
in the 


sun on the deck of the steamer 
Sinkla and talked of wars and 
women, and the third set of teeth 
that he grew at the age of 105. 


"They weren't very good teeth," 


he said In Turkish to hia great, 
great grandson, who repeated it 
in French to his patron, Assim 
Redvan. 


"Not very good teeth, more like 


baby teeth, and they lasted only 
15 years. 


Zaro Agha has been married 


twelve times and had 38 children, 
all of whom are now dead save 
one daughter who was born when 
he was 96. He has lost all track 
of the number of his grandchll- 
dern. 
great-grandchildren 
a n d 


great-great-grandchildren. 


"My first wife I married when I 
was 20," he said. "I always got 
along with all my wives very 
nicely. 


"Of the descendants through my 


later wives that I married since 
I moved to 
Constantinople 120 


years ago, I have some record. I 
know that before the wrold war 
I had 22 great grandchildren liv- 
ing in Constantlpole. 


"But I was married first in the 


land of my birth in Asia Minor, 
and of my descendants there I 
know nothing." 


For 112 years, until he was 135, 


Agha says he worked as a porter. 
His last job was In a piano fac- 
tory, moving pianos, and In be- 
tween times he was always going 
to war. 


There was first a war against 


Napoleon, In Syria and Egypt, he 
said, and he fought in that, in 
the Turkish army. 
Then 
there 
was the war 
with 
the Greeks— 


"Oh, 
more 
than 
hundred years 


ago, I can't remember dates"— 
and four wars with Russia, 
In 


the last of which he said he serv- 
ed as a volunteer at the age of 
103. 


"I was In the artillery?" he ex- 


plained, "and carried cannons on 
my shoulders."

M. Love, Ellis county agent; R. L. 
Harris of Blooming Grovo nnd oth- 
ers. 


F. N. Drane presided at the meet- 


ing and welcomed the guests of the 
evening. 
He gave credit for the 


meeting to Calvin Pigg. home dem- 
onstration agent, assorting tha| it 
was his idea. He declared that Mr. 
Orr was one of the leaders in ag- 
riculture in the state and notion. 
Mr. Drane also asserted thaj- peo- 
ple should be interested in every- 
thing to better the farming indus- 
try, since it needs all the fostering 
and counsel available. 


In his introduction, Mr. Orr de- 


clared fhat he was slightly handi- 
capped in speaking to bankers, since 
he was used to farm audiences. He 
praised Calvin Pigg. county demon- 
stration agent highly, asserting that 
he had a wealth of scientific know- 
ledge on a farm background and 
farmers of Navarro county real 
service. 


Recounting the early days of the 


movement at which he is at the 
head, he declared that the agricul- 
ture and livestock bureau was or- 
ganized strictly for selfish business 
reasons, principally because Dallas 
was interested in the buying power 
of its trade territory. 


Banker Conceives Idea. 


The idea was conceived by Na- 


than Adams, one of the leading 
bankers of Dallas, nrler making a 
tour of West and South Texas and 
comparing the spirit and prosper- 
ity of the farmers in those sections 
with the men in the blackland sec- 
tion. 
East Texas lives at home, 


and West Texas has a well-balanc- 
ed farm program that lends to pros- 
perity. 


One hundred business men were 


called together and when they com- 
pared figures they found that their 
busines swas falling off rapidly, 
and that the basic industry, agri- 
culture, was losing its buying pow- 
er. 
A survey of the farm condi- 


tions showed that 
the 
farmers 


were not in a financial position |o 
help themselves, and that the pro- 
ductivity per acre showed an ap- 
palling decrease. 


There was no use talking to the 


farmer about a livestock program, 
Mr. Orr continued, because he wa.s- 
unable to finance it on the one- 
crop system. 
He declared that the 


farmer was not altogether to blame 
for persisting in holding on to the 
one-crop system, since it was easier 
to secure financing 
under 
(hat 
plan. 


Seek Adoption of Plan. 


The group of business men and 


bankers then sought out worthy 
farmers who were willing to adapt 
their plans to a successful feeding 
program, and assisted them in plac- 
ing various kinds of livestock on 
their farms to add in their income. 
He urged other bankers tn take the 
same stand, and assorted that if the 
bankers of Navarro criunty were 
unable to finance the scheme, that 
the money could he 
secured 
In 
Dallas. 


He declared that In his short 


trips through Navarro county he 
had seen numerous examples n'f the 
exploiting of the farms by their 
tenants, and stated that men ivw 
held "echoes" in farms where they 
once had equities. 
Ninety 
crm's 


out of every dollar must eume from 
the farm, Mr. OIT asserted. 


Bankers know the farms, farm- 


ers and problems, he declared and 
were in a position to give sound 
advise. Some farmors adopted the 
"cow, sow, and hen" idea and ex- 
pected to get rich but were nn.sue- 
cessful because they had no abil- 
ity to handle livestock.

to secure aid, Mr.

that a farmer must first he quali- 
fied to take care of livestock and 
to grow sufficient feed for them on 
the farm.

Walter Hunter, negro, aged about 


30 years, died in the Navarro coun- 
ty hospi'tal at 11:50 o'clock Satur- 
day morning from gunshot wounds 
received at 10:15 o'clock just north 
of tho Country Club filling station 
south of Zion's Rest on the Corsi- 
cnna-Emho-.ise road.
